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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. Claim 26 is allowable. The restriction requirement between the Species 1-4, as set forth 
in the Office action mailed on 09/06/05, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of 
claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction requirement is 
hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. 
Claims 28, 30-32, 34-40, 42-44 and 48, directed to the subject matter of the nonelected Species, 
are no longer withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of 
an allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable.

The prior art of record does not disclose 
or render obvious a motivation to provide for a multi-stage transmission as defined by the 
limitations of claims 26 and 50; including three planetary gear sets, an input shaft, an output 
shaft, third to sixth shafts, only three brakes and two clutches particularly connecting the 
elements of the planetary gear sets, the shafts and the housing, wherein the brakes and clutches 
are selectively engaged in pair to establish six forward speeds and one reverse.
